Soviet scientists are 
planning to build the first 
solar power station in the

The power station, which 
will be in central Armenia,

Sydney, Oct. 19. 


The 10-month old shearing strike appears, on 


the surface at lenst, to be over. 


Unions lifted their 


“black” ban on wool at midnight on Sunday and 
work in Brisbane wool stores was as near normal 


as possible on Monday. 


Wool which has been in railway trucks or at 
country sidings for the last eight months is now 


on its way to Brisbane wharves. 


Waterside

three ships which will carry away 30,000 bales, 


worth £3 million. 


The industry is hoping that a

Jet Plane Shoots 


Itself 


The Navy today told the story of a freak acci- 
dent:in which a jet fighter plane flew so fast that 


it shot itself down. 


It apparently was the first time it has hap- 
pened in military aviation history. 

The Navy said an F-11F supersonic fighter plane 
shot itself down last month by running into its own 


cannon shells. 


Proof of the accident was 
the -discovery of a cannon slug 
in the jet engine of the crushed 


plane. 

The ‘accident occurred on 
September 21 when a test pilot 
was trying out 20-millimotre 
cannon over the Atlantic Ocean 
pear Long Island by firing the 
guns into the ocean from 4 
series Of dives. The pilot was 
injured, but not critically, 

From an altitude of about 
13,000 fect, test pilot Tom At- 
teidge put the plane into a 
shallow dive ot ao specd of 
about 880 miles per hour. At- 
tridge — fired ono four-second:
